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Ha#don Hall. The Manor of Bakewell, in which lies 
Haddon, was a gift from William the Conqueror to his 
natural son, William Peveril. From Peveril the Castle 
passed to Avenell, and from.'Avenell to de Vernon. The 
romantic- elopement of Dorothy Vernon with John Mariners, 
in the 16th century, has been told with pen and pencil 
scores of times. The Hall is now the property of the Duke 
of Rutland, the descendant of this John Manners, and it is 
one of the finest examples of a mediaeval residence left in 
England. In the Winter Garden the y^w trees are of 
wonderful size and antiquity. 
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
